Madden  stated  that  the  Shrine  was

the  blood  of  America  and  the 
Americans  who  gave  their  all  for 
America." 

Madden  stressed  the  Shrine's 
importance  in  U.S.  history,  calling 
it  a  representative  of  the  "moral 
and  spiritual"  aspect  of  American 
Heritage.  Encouraging  all  present 
to  use  the  Shrine.
